regulations.” Streller asked the 
commission to call for new tests or 
give the appellants a “ passing 
grade” on the basis of “ service and 
ability.” Otherwise, he said, court 
action might loom, as a result of 
testimony and depositions showing 
Sheriff Carpenter had been in a 
position to influence the results.

victims of “ paranoia,” and their 
attorney “ was making a great deal 
out of nothing.”

He said 
Tidwell was a friend of his from 
years back and he had not known 
who was being selected on the oral 
board. 
Dodds said a remark attributed to 
the sheriff that the oral board “ will 
see some bright, sharp people and 
some I am ashamed to have come 
before you,” as meaning nothing 
more than the fact there were men 
of all calibre in his department.

Archibald Cox who turned it over to a task force 
within his office for further inquiry. 


“The investigation is continuing, according to., sour­ 
ces. despite Cox’s firing last week.” the Star-News 
said. 


It said the incident occurred in the spring of 1972 
during a conversation between Butz and Miles 
Kirkpatrick, then FTC chairman 


At issue was the 1969 acquisition by Heublein, one of

of

beverages, of United Vintners Inc., a California wine 
growers cooperative.

N. Ireland in violent chaos 


BELFAST (U PI) 
- Northern 
Ireland was thrown into chaos today 
by an orgy of violence which the 
British army described as “ most 
widespread wave of terror' in more 
than four years of sectarian strife. 
At least 17 bombs exploded and 
more than 50 bomb scares were 
reported. The army said more than 
100 vehicles were hijacked overnight 
by 
terrorists 
who 
often 
booby 
trapped the vehicles with bombs. 
Whole villages were evacuated, 
but despite several explosions there 


were no casualties reported 
The road network of the troubled 
province was interrupted in more 
than 20 spots by felled trees across 
highways and, in one case, a load of 
sand dumped in the road Many of 
the obstacles were suspected of 
hiding bombs 


British explosives experts were 
kept hopping by bomb scares which 
came in so fast that the army 
couldn’t keep up with them 


At the town of Castledawson in 


County Londonderry', a school witl 
200 pupils inside was evacuate« 
when British officials spotted « 
suspicious car on the town’s man 
street The car exploded 30 minute 
later, causing widespread damagi 
but no injuries, an army spokesmai 
said.

Congress supports Nixon alert order 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Many members of Congress, 
including influential Democrats, rallied behind President 
Nixon’s der ision to order a world wide military alert. 
There was a sprinkling of charges that the alert was a 
Dlov bv the President to divert attention from his 
Watergate-related troubles. But these charges were far 
outnumbered by statements of support. 
“ Nothing political is going on,” Democratic Leader 
Thomas P. O’Neill Jr. told the House Thursday after 
returning from a White House briefing on the Middle East 
crisis. “ This is really, deeply serious to the country.” 
Sen. Barry M. Goldwater, R-Ariz., said the suggestion 
that the alert was politically motivated was “ stupid, far­ 
fetched. irresponsible.” 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger told a news 
conference, “ It is a symptom of what is happening to our 
country that it could even be suggested the United States 
would ever alert its forces for domestic relations.” 
“ We are attempting to conduct the foreign policy of the 
United States with regard for what we owe, not just to the 
electorate, but to future generations,” Kissinger said. 


On Capitol Hill, House Democratic Whip John McFall, D- 
Calif., after attending the White House briefing, said he 
still had a “ nagging suspicion” that the President s move 
was tied to his political problems. 


Two other California Democrats, Reps. John E. Moss and 
Robert L. Leggett, were also skeptical. 
Leggett, a member of the House Armed Services 
Committee, said the alert order has “ given the President 


an extra 24 hours to figure out what to say to the American 
people about Watergate.” Nixon postponed a televised 
news conference, scheduled for Thursday night, in order to 
devote his full attention to the Middle East, the White 
House said 
Moss said it appeared to him that “ this is an effort to 
divert attention from the more damaging disclosures the 
President feared Archibald Cox was about to make when he 
fired him as special prosecutor ”

Linus Pauling to sue F D A 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Dr. Linus Pauling, twice a 
Nobel prize winner, plans to sue the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) to stop regulations which he says 
could raise the price of vitamins and discourage Americans 
from taking them. 


Pauling’s criticism was the latest development in a con­ 
troversy which has triggered at least 10 other court suits 
against the FDA and prompted two days of congressional 
hearings next week. 


The FDA regulations, scheduled to become effective on 


Jan. 1, 1975, would classify as a drug any food, vitamin or 
food supplement containing more than three times the 
recommended daily allowance of any one vitamin Once 


classified as a drug, such high concentration doses of 
vitamins could be later placed on a prescription-only basis 
if an FDA review so determined. 


Pauling, who won the Nobel Prize for Chemistry in 1954 
and the Peace Prize in 1962, wrote a book which 
recommends heavy doses of vitamin C to combat the 
common cold. 


Soviet police arrest 18 Jews

MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet secret police Thursday 
arrested 18 Jews planning to deliver a petition to the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet (Parliament) on behalf of 
an imprisoned woman, a Jewish source said. 
The 18 were picked up separately as they made their way 
to the presidium headquarters, the source said. An officer 
at militia headquarters in the Ministry of Internal Affairs 
confirmed the arrests. 
It was one of the largest mass arrests in recent weeks of 
Soviet Jews seeking to emigrate to Israel. 
Observers said the police action could have been aimed at 
avoiding any incidents that might discredit the government 
during the current World Congress of Peace Forces 


meeting here. 
The 18 were trying to deliver a petition signed by 85 Jews 
calling for the release of Sylvia Zalmanson, sentenced to 10 
years in prison in 1970 for her part in an alleged plot to 
hijack an airliner to Sweden. 
The appeal, made available in a text to Western 
correspondents, said Miss Zalmanson’s poor state of health 
would not allow her to survive the sentence 
It also asked for the release of 29 other Jews it said were 
jailed for trying to emigrate to Israel. 
Among those arrested were well known activists 
Vladimir Slepak, an electronics engineer, and Viktor 
Polsky, the source said.

Luis Obispo’s potentially 
forceful single wing offense barely 
made it off the grass here last 
weekend, but the northerners are 
sure to have made modifications as

in the second Northern League test 
for both clubs. 
The Tigers’ big threat. Tribe 
Coach Jim Spruill counsels, is a 
strong side sweep in which 6-1, 180- 
pound senior tailback Larry Moore 
sprints around the strong end behind

a phalanx of bruisers like 6-2, 220- 
pound offensive tackle Chriss Mott, 
6 1, 222-pound end Paul Phillips, 6-2, 
190 pound tackle Steve Allen, and 5- 
11,190-pound fullback Tom Bretz 
In panorama, it can resemble a 
cavalry charge.

Braves, Conqs in 
stormy polo tilt 


A tumultuous crosstown water 
polo 
conflict 
at 
the 
Lompoc 
Municipal Pool escalated into a 
goal mouth fist fight and two frothy 
overtime periods last night, and at 
the end of it the air was filled with 
bad feelings, counter charges and 
promises of protests. 
And for all of it, whether the real 
score was 6-5 Cabrillo or 8-6 Lompoc 
remains in question. 
According to the score books, the 
Braves caped their fifth league win 
8-6. According to Lompoc Coach A1 
Jaenicke, it went like this: 
Cabrillo 
led 
3-1 
at halftime, 
Lompoc tied it 4-4 in the third, but 
Gordon McManus’ shot edged the 
Conqs ahead 5-4 to begin the last 
period. Cabrillo scored again with 
two minutes remaining, vaulting to 
a 6-4 lead, but with 20 seconds to go 
Lompoc’s 
Mike 
Spring 
came 
through with the Tribe’s fifth goal to 
make it 6-5 Conqs with 25 seconds to 
go 
Jaenicke said he expected Conq 
goalie Terry Ensley, who then had 
the throw-in, to legally hold the ball 
for the final 25 seconds, and so 
dispatched Dave Denton and Mitch 
Gullikson to legally steal the ball or 
force him to pass. 
A fusilade of fists then erupted in 
the Cabrillo goal mouth, sparked 
either by the close guarding of 
Denton and Gullikson, as one side 
claims, or unleashed by Ensley 
after the buzzer, as the other side 
believes. 
Whatever happened in the goal 
mouth, both sides agree that the 
buzzer ending the game had already 
sounded before the fight started and 
that Gullikson was awarded two 
free shots. The first was disallowed 
but the second tied the game. In two 
three-minute overtimes, Gullikson 
and Spring netted twin scores for 
the Braves to win it 8-6 — at least in 
the books. 


Fouls helped cook things to the 
flash point. A recent ruling had 
removed the free shot penalty for 
fouling, leaving loss of players 
through several fouls as the only 
penalty. Cabrillo, a team with 
exceptional depth, logged 55 team 
fouls last night to Lompoc’s 15. 


“ That 
was 
their 
obvious 
strategy,” the Braves’ Jaenicke 
charged. “ As soon as the ball comes 
in front of the goal, foul Lompoc so 
they can’t shoot. They had 55 fouls, 
which is ridiculous... Cabrillo’s got 
good players and they don’t need to 
play that way... He (Cabrillo Coach 
Bob Boyer) is doing his kids an 
injustice coaching them to foul that 
way.” 


If fouling was Boyer’s strategy, it 
wasn’t an illegal one. Moreover, the 
Hill coach said, the awarding of the 
two free shots after the game was 
itself illegal.

“ I made an official protest in the 
scorebook in the game.

After making a brief but effective 
campaign pitch, the tape concludes 
with a plea for help in getting out the 
vote and asking the listener to give 
his name to the operator monitoring 
the call. 
The 
idea 
seem s 
one 
of 
the 
b r i g h t e s t 
i n n o v a t i o n s 
in 
campaigning to hit the scene since 
the old fashioned political picnics 
and parades went out of style. 
While 
it 
has 
b een 
used 
successfully in a couple of local 
cam paigns 
within 
the 
state, 
Reagan’s adaptation marks its first 
use in a statewide effort. 
It is bound to catch on and be 
widely used in campaigns next year. 
Campaigning prior to the radio 
and television was a matter of 
personal contact. Candidates staged 
political 
rallies 
and 
enrolled 
volunteers 
to 
ring 
doorbells 
throughout 
the 
precincts. 
The 
candidates them selves endeavored 
to make as many door to door calls 
as possible. 
Before women suffrage old time 
politicians campaigned the saloons 
heavily, buying beers for everyone 
and handing out campaign cards. 


Newspaper 
ads, 
posters 
and 
billboards were also widely used. 
With the advent of radio, first 
used 
in 
a 
national 
campaign 
unsuccessfully by A1 Smith and four 
years later victoriously by Franklin 
Delano 
Roosevelt, 
campaigning 
started its drift away from the 
personal contact. 
Television brought even bigger 
changes. It also started campaign 
costs soaring. But, like radio, it 
removed 
the 
candidate 
from 
personal contact. And, as Harry 
Truman proved in his now famous 
“whistlestop” 
tour 
around 
the 
nation, there is no real substitute for 
meeting people face to face in a 
campaign. 
Former speaker Jesse Unruh, a 
master 
of campaign organizing, 
gained his most significant victories 
by use of volunteer door to door 
precinct workers, often defeating 
others with more money to spend 
who relied on radio and television. 
TV is a proven asset in a national 
or statewide campaign. Still it often 
lacks the warmth of human contact. 
And its effectiveness diminishes and 
its relative costs zoom in more 
localized 
races. 
In 
legislative 
contests too great a percentage of 
the viewers live outside of the 
district. It is a shotgun approach. 
So the taped telephone should be a 
godsend. It is inexpensive. It is 
almost 
as 
good 
as 
a 
personal 
contact. And, like a rifle, it can be 
aimed directly on just those voters 
the candidate wants to reach.

Ford 
Motor Company is on the campaign 
trail to break the will of Congress 
and weaken the Clean Air Act of 
1970. Offering lavish food and drink, 
Ford executives have been inviting 
business and civic leaders in city 
after city to luxurious luncheons 
preceded by press conferences and 
followed by speeches against this 
federal law and its 1975 and 1976 
auto pollution control standards. 
The gala luncheon at the Portland 
(Oregon) Hilton last June was a 
typical 
affair. 
Some 
200 
of 
Portland’s more prominent citizens 
were invited to a $20 per person 
culinary 
e xt r av aga nz a. 
Two 
musicians, 
a 
violinist 
and 
an 
accordionist, circulated through the 
crowd playing soft music while the 
guests sipped not so soft drinks. 
Expensive hors d oeuvres graced 
the arms of waiters passing through 
the gathering. 
At the center of 
each table was a 
stack of cigars and 
at 
e a c h 
p l a c e 
setting was a card 
listing 
the 
names 
and 
addresses 
of 
each 
Oregonian 
Congressman 
and 
S e n a t o r . 
F i l e t 
mignon 
and 
dear 
French wine added 
a regal quality to 
the setting. 
Thomas 
J. 
Feaheny, 
general 
manager of Ford’s engine division, 
tried to inform those present that 
the auto industry was trying hard 
but that it was useless to have to 
m eet 
standards 
which 
“ are 
unrealistic, 
will 
prove 
to 
be 
unnecessarily costly to car buyers, 
and are not justified by need.” 
Californians who remember the 
auto company line on pollution and 
smog in the Fifties will recognize 
the same old tune. So will the 
Justice Department lawyers who 
wanted 
to 
prosecute 
the 
four 
domestic 
auto companies for a 
fifteen 
year 
conspiracy 
against 
cleaning up car exhausts but had to 
settle out of court in 1969 on orders 
from their political superiors. And 
so will many Americans who are 
wondering how two tiny Japanese 
auto companies (Honda and Toyo 
Kogyo) easily passed the federal 
government’s 1975 standards — the 
same standards which the giant 
corporations in Detroit said could 
not be met. 
As if following a division of labor, 
GM is busily organizing its dealers 
to pressure Congress while Chrysler 
resorts to full page newspaper ads 
to display its explanation of why the 
Clean Air Act has to go. 
Where is the other side of the 
story 
told? 
In 
Congressional 
hearings which are infrequent and 
not well covered. In the reports of 
the National Academy of Sciences 
which are read only by specialists. 
In the public education efforts of 
such groups as the Oregon student 
public 
interest 
research 
group 
which rebutted in some detail the 
Ford presentation at the Hilton 
luncheon.

public are not nearly enough. The 
Environmental Protection Agency 
has a responsibility of vigorously 
countering the industry propaganda 
with facts about just how serious a 
health hazard is auto pollution and 
how the technology is available to 


markedly reduce such emissions 
while at the same tim e increase fuel 
economy. Even GM has admitted 
that its catalysts for 1976 cars will 
significantly improve fuel economy, 
assuming its autos do not keep 
increasing in weight. 


But motorists and non-motorists 
deserve more than a patchup of the 
infernal internal combustion engine. 


They deserve what huge, affluent 
companies can give them if they 
were sincere and cared about the 
health and property of the people — 
namely, new kinds of engines which 
require less fuel, less repair, less 
accom panying 
hardware 
and 


consequently 
pollution 
produce 
far 
less 


If after 21 years of being put on 
n o t i c e 
by 
s c i e n t i s t s 
and 
governments to clean up, the auto 
companies 
are 
still 
fighting 
to 
preserve their ancient engine’s right 
to 
bilk 
the 
consumer 
and 
contaminate the air, it is time for 
the government to build realistic 
prototype engines that will show the 
way. 


There are proposals in Congress 
to have the government launch a 
research and development program 
to overcome this auto pollution 
disease once and for all. It could be 
the best bargain to come out of

There may come a day when the 
police blotter will not be listing a 
stolen automobile. All signs point 
toward this fact. 
A n ti -t h ef t 
d e v i c e s 
wh i ch 
manufacturers began installing in 
automobiles in 1970 are working. 
This was a report 
recently 
by 
the 
M o t or 
V e h i c l e 
Manufacturers 
Association at the 
10th 
annual 
Mid­ 
west Motor Vehicle 
Theft Conference. 
The Conference noted that in 1971, 
970,000 automobiles were stolen. 
This cost the American public more 
than $1 billion. The number of the 
thefts 
threatened 
to 
exceed 
a 
million 
if the rate of increase 
continued. 
Last year, however, auto thefts 
dropped 940,000 even though the 
national car population increased, 
making 1972 the first year in which a 
decline in auto thefts was reported 
It is still a lot of automobiles stolen, 
940,000, but headway is obvious. 
The association credits both the 
anti-theft devices and new reporting 
system s 
and 
improved 
police 
techniques for the decline. 
Early reports for 1973 register a 
six per cent drop in car thefts from 
1972, 
with 
predictions 
that 
the 
decline will continue as older cars 
are replaced with new models. 
The steering column ignition lock, 
which also locks the steering wheel 
and 
transmission, 
is 
the 
most 
identifiable of the improvements 
designed 
to 
make 
cars 
more 
difficult to break into and drive 
away. 
We 
have 
one 
on 
our 
automobile and glad to have it. 
Other 
features 
include 
tamper- 
resistant ignition switch terminals, 
recessed lock cylinders, improved 
latches and locks, better vehicle 
identification, key-in-lock warning 
system s and inside hood releases. 
The manufacturers say they are 
working on even more advanced 
system s 
to 
thwart 
both 
the 
professional 
car 
thief 
and 
the 
transient “joy rider .”
